ENGLAND AND THE EUROPEAN 
WAR. 

In another column will be found the gist of 
the arguments why the English Cabiuot re- 
fused lo grant Denmark material aid in her 
present difficulty. France would not join iu 
auy offensive movement; Russia was averse to 
fighting for anybody but herself ; and England 
would therefore havo be-;n required to go 
into the war single handed. But there were 
other reasons whiofa deterred Her Majesty's 
Government. There was that irrepressible j 
republic across the Atlantic which, although 
having its hands quite full at the present 
time, appeared to Earl Russell sufficiently 
dangerous lo justify him pocketing insults 
from Germany in the dread that be might 
receive contumely Irom the United States. 
" What's choleric in the captain is runic 
blasphemy in the soldier." From the repre- 
sentatives of a humane, enlightened and libo 
ral monarchy like Prussia, n snubbing can bo 
swallowed with even a gusto; but from the 
common herd who make lip a republic we 
must not lolerale evcu the indication of dis- 
respect. If Earl liussell's explanation means 
nylhiug this is about it. The bad taste as 
well a» folly of trying to associate the English 
mind with war with America — with a war 
that would carry desolation to the homes of 
the British poor from "John O'Groat's " to 
Capo Clear, nnd which would plungo the 
most prosperous portions of tbo American 
continent into a ruin almost equal to that 
which pervades the South— is forcibly ap- 
parent. Not content is the English 
Cabinet with blustering and back- 
ng down — with leaving the Danes, 
to infer that assistance would bo render- 
ed on certain contingencies, and when 
those contingencies presented themselves, 
then saying it oould not afford lo go to 
war — it takes the opportunity of informing a 
friendly nation that it expects to have hoslili 
ties with it some of these fine days. Never 
was there a more childish display ol im- 
potence in any Legislative body than this ex- 
planation of the Ministry on its Danish 
policy. There were not probably in either 
HouaO ten members who were unuware of the 
fact that had England lakeu a firm stand 
when the Federal execution was about to 
take pluce at Holstein, the Danish war , and 
it may be a European war, would have been 
saved ; yet the majority ol the Lower House 
at least were willing to accept the statement 
of the Ministers that, although the Govern- 
ment bad grossly deceived the Danes — that 
although being a party to a treaty which was 
ignominiously broken — the honor of_Eogland 
was not bound up in the question. Wo have 
no desire to see the mother country rush 
heedlessly into war ; but we think if ever a 
war was justifiable— if ever it was a neces- 
sity for national dignity and integrity — it is 
now when armed despotism is crushing out 
the remnant of liberty in Northern Europe. 

" Tho true question,'' says even the Lon- 
don Times, " is not what fighting would cost 
us, but whether we ought to light." Tho po- 
sition is correct. Many a peaceful policy 
has proved a ''penny wise and pound foolish" 
one. The homely proverb of '• the stitch in 
time," is just as applicable in national as it 
is in domestic affairs. It is the interest of 
freedom in Europe that Denmark should be 
preserved ; if this cannot ba done peaceably, 
then it is the interest of a hundred millions 
of down-trodden people that war with all its 
horrors should enter the arena. When the 
conflagration extends through the tangled 
forest we may regrot tho destruction of many 
a lofty piue, hul we have at least the satis- 
faction of knowing that the reptiles who 
have luxuriated so long in its recesses, will 
have to feel the effects of the flame. 

Tho taunts ond insults of the Germans may 
not go long unrebuked ; but it is the despot- 
ic insolence of their rulers that deserves 
European chastisement. " Politically speak- 
ing," Biys the LjihWu Times, " Central Eu- 
rope is nil volcanic soil. Germany, Poland, 
nnd Hungary are all seething with agitation, 
like Italy and Turkey. The doings of Prus- 
sia in the Duchies are as likely to exasper- 
ate the Germans as the English; and never 
since 1848 has a Germanic ' question' been 
wanting. Hungary i3 uiways on the brink 
of insurrection ; Iluly thinks war preferable 
to the suspense and charges of an urmed 
peace; in every eouutry there are parties 
which would hail a general eonllagra- 
tion as tho most welcome ol events. 
Let those who undervalue our offensive 
powersjust calculate the effects which would 
be produced by lbs mere appearance ol a 
British squadron in the Adriatic on a mission 
of war. The sight of our flag and the hope 
of our co-operation would kindle the flames 
of revolt in Venice, Hungary, nnd tho Polish 
provinces, and while Austria and Prussia 
were engaged in the Danish Peninsula the 
Continent would be on (ire behind Ihem. Il 
we became belligerents, our commerce would 
be exposed to interruption, hut while wn 
should certainly command the sea and block- 
ade tho ports ol our enemies, out lleets would 
nt the same lime carry encouragement and aid 
to every discontented nationality. In the 
rear of the German armies there are peopl e 
and countries which only wait for the signal 
we are provoked to give." England hus too 
long given her blood and her treasure to the 
aid o! dynasties, which were too often 
despotisms ; let us hope thut if slio again " lets 
slip the dogs of war," it will not be to prop 
np effete or decaying monarchies, but to ex- 
tend her own liberty over tho peoples of 
Central Europe.

EAPIi RUSSBLT.S EXPLANATION. 

Tho following is the pith of Karl Russell's 
speech in the House of Lords on the ques- 
tion of English aid to Denmark:— 

The French Qovertmeut- sees veiy cdeafly 
tho dangers to which Franco might bo ex- 
posed by interfering, but it says at the same 
timo that it would be an easy operation for 
Knglaud; that England, with her naval pow- 
er, might add most materially to the streugth 
of Denmark and nssisl in bringing the war 
to a conclusion. There are many considera- 
tions which induce me loairive at a diflevent 
conclusion. I cannot but think, in the fmt 
place, that wo should suffer perhaps coin-id- 
urably if our commercial murine was expos- 
ed to depredations such as might take place 
in the event of our being at war with Germa- 
ny. That Is ono consideration which ought 
not to bu overlooked. But there are other 
considerations of still greater moment. One 
j 3 — Would your iutetferonce bring the war to 
a conclusion Without giving military aid 
could you recover Sohleswig und Holatein, 
nnd even Jutland from tho Austrian nnd 
Prussian forces? Well, my lords, wo have 
for a long time in our conduct of foreign af- 
fairs shown great forbearaneo and patieuce. 
I think we were right in being lorbearing, 
and think we wero justified in being patient. 
But if iitir honor or our interests or thu great 
interests of Europe, should call upon us Ic 
intorfere I think such interference ought to 
bo clearly effectual, as nothing would inoro 
tend to diminish the influence of ibis coun- 
try than a course ol action which would show 
that whilo we wore predominant at sea, and 
that no Austrian or Prussian shipr of war 
could venture to leave port, yet at the same 
time our interference could not insure, us we 
hoped it would, the safety of Demurk, nor 
lead lo a i-peedy termination ol the war. 
tin t, my lords, the position and influence 
of lit i R country with regard to foreign 
countries ought to be fully considered by 
Parliament and by the country, and 
wo have great interests with multiplied Com- 
plications arising from various connections | 
and various treaties with every part of the i 
world. It is no longer a question with re- 
ference lo the balance of power in Europe. 
There are oilier paria ol the world in which 
our inteics.p may be as deeply involved, and I 
in which we may have, some day or oilier, to i 
maintain the honor and interests uf this 
country. The civil war now racing in Ame- I 
rica, ending how it may, whether by the es- 
tablishment of an independent republic in the i 
South, or whether it ends most unexpectedly, ! 
us it would be to me, I confess, by restoring 
the Union, siill tho United Suites of America j 
or the Northern States, or whatever tbev may 
be called, will then be in a totally different 
position to that they wero in a few years ago. 
A great army will then be maintained by 
the United States. A formidable navy will , 
also be kept tip. Our relations with that 
Power are liable at nny moment to inter- 
ruption. I hope anil trust that our friendly 
relations may be maintained ; ^till thoio re- 
lations must be eonsideted and kept in view | 
as well as our inlerest in the maintenance ol 
the balance of Power in Europe. Look at I 
other parts of the wsrld. Look ut Ihe great 
commerce which has grown np in China, 
where it is necessary for us always to main- 
tain a considerable naval force to proleot it. 
Look at our immense possessions in Lidia nnd 
see how necessary is is that they should bo 
considered at all times. As a question, there- 
fore, of peaoo or war, while it is very probable 
that this country with allies could carry on a 
war success! ally , yet when it comes to he a 
war to be carried on by England alone theie 
are other contingencies to bo looked at, and 
the position ol this country is to be considered 
with reference not to Europe alone, but with 
referonce lo out interests in every quarter of 
the world.

tino'h Course or Trsatmemt. — Tho means 
by which Mr. Dunting managed to reduce 
his physical proportions may bo interesting 
lo some ol our renders :— Breakfast— four or 
five ounces of beef, tr.uiton, kidneys, boiled 
fish, baeon, or cold meat of any kind except 
pork, a largo cup of U:a (without milk or 
aucar-1), nnd one ounce of dry toast. Dinner 
— five or six ounces of nny fish except sal- 
mon, any inenl except pork, any vegetables 
except potatoes, one ounce of dry toasl, truil 
out of any pudding, any kind of poultry or 
game, nnd two or three glasses of good claret, 
sherry, or Madeira (champagne, port, and 
beer forbidden). Tea — two or three ounces 
of fruit, or a rusk or two, and a cup nf tea 
without milk or sugar. Supper — three or 
four ouucob of meat or fish, similar lo dinner, 
with a glass or two of claret. Nightcap, il re 
quired, a tumbler of grog (gin, whisky, or 
brandy, without sugar), oi n glass or two of 
claret or sherry. The quantities of the dif- 
ferent articles specified in this liberal diet- 
roll, Mr. H inting stales, must ho left to the 
natural appetite, but for himself he took nt 
breakfast six ounces of si. lid nnd eight of 
liquid ; at dinner eight ounces of solid nnd 
eight of liquid ; at tea three ounces of 6olid 
and eight of liquid ; at supper four ounces of 
solid and six ol liquid ; ami the nighloap he 
introduces to show that il is not injurious, 
whilst far Ihe encouiagemonl of smokers it 
may be'inenticned that tobacco is allowable.

Recruiting Federal Armies in Ireland. 

Lord Brougham recently in Ilia House of 
Lords said he greatly disapproved of iho 
conduct of the Federal Government, not 
only in the bill they began but could not 
carry out, as tho result has shown, lo estab- 
lish depots for raising foreign recruits, but 
in their taking men, eveu when Ihey did not 
inveigle them by tricks ; even when thu men 
honestly entered, knowing what they wore 
about, not deceived by crimps, not t'.aludod 
under tbe inflaonco of strong liquor?, not told 
that they wero going to labor in the fields, 
nud afterwards told that there was no work 
for them, and that they might, it Ihey pleas- 
ed, como into tho army — be greatly disap- 
proved of that proceeding.- * * • Could 
thero be a more flagrant infraction of neu- 
trality than to compel thefo poor Irish emi- 
grants to enter their service ! They were 
taking men, who, by entering inly their ser- 
vice, became guilty of an olfenao severely 
punishod in this country. Tor these rneu 
wore criminals ; il is true they were guilly 
of n misdemeanor only, by the last Foreign 
Eulistment Act of 1S19, but in Ihe reign uf 
Georgo II. itwas at one time a eapiial feiuny. 
These men were still criminals, and the 
United Stales Uovernmcnt employed them, 
knowing thorn to bo criminals, for it was only 
aj criminals that they could enter into their 
service. Time was when iho Americana — 
these same Americans — complained bitterly 
ol this country for employing hreigu troops 
to subdtio them — lor doing tbut very thing 
towards them which the Federals were doing 
townrd the Confederates — endeavoring to 
restore tho Union that was conquering, or 
attempting to conquer these Confederates, by 
moans of foreign troops. Itwas to supply 
the blanks, the enormous blanks, which bad 
been made by this most lamentable war that 
hundreds of thousands — he believed not loss 
than GOu.UOO in tho courso ol the lust three 
years— it was to supply theso euormou* I 
blanks thai had taken, not wholo regiments, 
not whole cor [is, but, what was just tho same 
thing, individuals by thousands of Germans, [ 
and lie regretted to >ay, by hundreds of Irish- 
meo. 

Earl Russell said ; 

It appears that a porson named Tierney, 
who had lived 12 or 13 years in the United 
Slates, made a speculation with another per- 
son named Bidder, representing themselves 
us raoruhants, to take a number of laborers 
from Ireland. They made a representation 
that they should he able to ofler these meu 
6(100 or $700; hut, putting a great portion of] 
this money into tbair own pockets, they de- ' 
frauded the houest but crodulous men io 
question, 10 I of whom wont Irom lieland to 
Portland and Uoston, and my noble friend, 
said he, has truly described Ihe nefarious j 
treatment they met with. I cannot but think 
that tho police acto.i a very unworthy part, 
as well as those who were immediately- en- 
gaged in Ihe transaction. But it is obvious, 
Irom the inquiry which tho American Gov- 
ernment instituted, that the recruiting officer 
deolared that when the men engaged to enlist 
Ihey were perleclly tobcr; that however 
drunk they might have been tho night be- 
lore, they wero sober then, nnd that imme- 
diately alter they wore drafted into tho Army 
of tho Potomac. But one of theso men, 
who hnd been an hospital invalid and hnd 
escaped, and related nil story to Lord Lyons, 
explained tho way in which ho had been 
forced and coerced, and how, lo escape con- 
finement, he had consented to enlist. Lord 
Lyons rcinonslialed on the subject, nud J 
think it is highly discreditable to the United 
Stales Government, to their' civil as well a« 
their military authorities, that they did 
not immediately institute nn inquiry into the 
facts mentioned by Lord Lyons, that they did 
not bring all these men lo Washington, and 
unless they had buen enlisted fairly aud 
bonoBlly discharge them. My noble friend 
says that if theso remonstrances nro ne- 
glected it is a caso of war, and that if we do 
not go to war when remonstrances of this I 
kind are not attended to, when nro we to go 
to war ? No doubt, if acts of injustice are 
continually repealed, Ibuy do lead to great 
irritation and possibly to war. I think il is 
tho bonnden duty of the American Govern- ! 
mant to attend to remonstrnnces of this kind, j 
[Hear, hear J * * * In the present 
stalo of things, all I can do is to say that our 
remonstrances shall bo coutinucd, und that we 
shall also continue to warn, as wo have al- j 
ready endeavored to warn, Her Majesty's | 
subjects against embarking in these schemes , 
which pretend lo be plans for finding them j 
labor at high wages, but which are in reality I 
intended only to onlrup them into the ser- 
vice of tho American Government as soldiers, 
with a view to obtain the fraudulent gains 
whioh the enncoutnrs of thoso schemes hope | 
to reap in the shnpo of bounties on their eu- I 
liatmcnt. Upon this subject there is one 
general remark of my noble friend in which I | 
quite agrco. This is a most horrible war. | 
There appears to bo suoh a lury oxciting the 
minds of men who were so lately uuiled under 
one government — there seems to bu such a 
determination to ?paro no expense io obtain- 
ina men by voluntary enlistment — there seems 
to bo so little hesitation in putting persons 
into prison for refusing to obey tho most 
arbitrary commands, that it is dilliculi to deal ! 
with the matter on tbe ordinary principles ! 
which have hitherto regulated the intercourse ] 
ol governments.
